there, was no attack by the Japan 
ese on Feb. 28 or 20. On March 1 
Admiral Stark reports ho made a re- 
connolssanco with his cruisers and 
destroyers within a radius of sixty 
miles, but failed to discover any trace 
of the enemy.

D. Smith of the Mormon church was 
on tlio stand all day nnd was ques- 
tioned closely concerning principles 
of divine revelations. 
He asserted 


that he adhered absolutely to all the 
teachings of the church In that re- 
gard and bad been visited with dt- 
vine Inspirations from Ood directing 
him as to details of church matters. 
He also afliriucd Ills belief in polyg- 
amy. 


Wide Latitude Is Given. 


No attempt was made by the 
de- 


fense, to curtail the testimony until 
President Smith was questioned In 
reference to polypimous practices of 
certain church olllclals 
before 
tho 


manifesto of iS90. After an objection 
had been made the committee wont 
into executive session 
nnd decided 


that it will hear practically all the 
prosecution has to offer. 


President Smith explained that tho 


first presidency consists of the prevl

ed to bo noticeably concerned and be- 
for answering the direct question said: 


"Tho 
members 
of 
the Mormon 


church are among the freest, most In- 
dependent pooiilo of all the Christian 
denominations. 
So long as one ac- 


cepts God nnd din opinion Is not In 
conlllct with tho accepted standard of 
the church he enjoys'following In tho 
church. 
Ho who denies God or goes 


contrary to the cardinal principles o£.- 
our Christian religion Is compelled to 
withdraw. Not more than 3 or 4 per 
cent of the entire membership of the 
church have entered tho polygamous 
state. 
All the rest have abstained 


from plural marriages, and many thou- 
sands have rejected tho principle en- 
tirely." 


Fundamental Doctrine. 


President Smith asserted that the 


principle of revelation Is the funda- 
mental doctrine of the church, nnd ex- 
plained tho accepted theory of the 
revelation of the teaching of polygamy 
to Joseph Smith, ,lr., to whom "an an- 
gol In black" appeared. Ho said that, 
rovolatlons had not come to him In 
that form, but that he had received 
direct revelations from God by Inspira- 
tion. 
At this point Mr. .Uallcy de- 


clared that ho did not bollevc Con- 
gross has anything to do with relig- 
ious affairs, and wanted to know tho 
purpose of the direction that had been 
taken In the proceedings. 
Mr. Tay-

To nil a gold coin to the maximum 


the operator, using a fine saw, cuts 
away the top and bottom surface o]

Then through tho uso of plantlnum 
he fills Tie fllls It between these plates 
having taken four-fifths of the value 
of the coin. Tho plantlnum edge Is 
carefully milled after tho plates have 
'been soldered together, and 
when 


this edge has been regilded' the coin 
Is of exact weight..and likely to do 
celve even an expert. With the plat- 
inum filling the ring Is good, where-

A less profitable means to the detri- 


ment and misuse of the gold coin I 
the sawing of a thin, Ildllko top part 
lally from one surface of tho piece, 
leaving most of the thickness of the 
coin on tho under portion._ With an 
Instrument for tho purpose tho gold 
Is cut from this under portion, leav- 
ing It a shell to be filled with baser 
metal. When filled, the lldlike flap Is 
turned down, soldered dressed, and 
gilded Into a dangerous gold piece.

There Is 
a limit to the power of a governor but 
this fact the chief executive of Wis- 
consin never recognizes.

GOVERNMENT 
AID 
FOR 
GOOD 


ROADS. 


Congressman UronnJon of Tennessee 


has introduced a bill In the House 
which contemplates government aid 
for good roads. The bill Is one of the 
most important under discussion, and 
Is of Interest to almost' every state 
In the Union. The closing section of 
the bill contains In a nut shell. Us 
most Important provisions, and reads 
a« follows: 


"That for the specific purpose of 


carrying o"1 tnc cooperation and act- 
ual construction provided herein, and 
for the maintenance of said Bureau of 
Publlo Roads, there. Is hereby appro- 
prlated, out of any money 
In 
the 


Trcaury of the United 
States 
not 


otherwise appropriated, tho sum 
of 


twenty-four millions of dollars, the 
said appropriation to be available at 
the rate of elsht millions of dollars n 
year'during the years nineteen hun- 
dred and four, nineteen hundred ami 
five, and nineteen ~ hundred and six. 
H any of the appropriation 
herein 


made is not expended In the year 
named, that portion not 
expended 


shall become available the succeeding 
year. This appropriation 
shall 
be 


distributed in tho following manner: 
States having a population of 
loss 


than seven hundred thousand In habit" 
ants are to each receive the sum of 
two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars. 
The remainder of the appro- 


priation shall be distributed pro rata 
among the States having a greater 
population than seven liundrcd thou- 
sand, each of said states to receive a 
sum equal to the proportion its popu- 
lation bears to that of the total popu- 
lation of said States having a popula- 
tion of over seven hundred thousand. 
These figures as. to Inhabitants of 
each State are based on the census of 
nineteen hundred: And provldldo fur- 
ther. That should any state or civil 
subdivision of any State not avail it- 
self of the amount of money apopr- 
tloncd to It under this Act prior to 
January first, nineteen hundred ami 
seven, its right to secure this money 
Is to bo forfeited, "and all moneys so 
forfeited are to 
be 
reapportloned 


among all other States, and among 
civil subdivisions of other 
States, 


which havo applied for'national aid 
under the provisions of this Act. 


Another section, of the bill provides 


that states sharing In this appropria- 
tion, shall contribute an equal amount 
•with the government. The Stato of 
New York spent $5.000.000 last year, 
and Is about to appropriate $50,000,- 
000 more to bo spent In the next 10 
years on road' Improvements. 
It is 


estimated that this will build HO.OOO 
miles of.good county road. 


If the Hrounlon bill becomes a law. 


the work will be done under govern- 
ment supervision which Insures It be- 
ing well done. It Is-estimated that 
$1.25 will haul a ton 5 miles on a com- 
mon road, while tho same expense 
•will move a ton from 12'.£ miles to 15 
•miles on a well made stone road. 


There Is nothing that the farmers 


need more than good county roads, 
and tho matter Is of equal Importance 
to cities, towns nnd villages. It may 
be argued that the government 3ias 
no right to contribute this class of 
aid. but this argument will 
hardly 


hold water. 


The federal government has con- 


tributed $17fi,000.000 during tho past 
10 years for tho Improvement of rivers 
and harbors, and a large amount for 
public buildings scattered over tho 
country- There Is no reason why It 
should not do something for tho far- 
mer. 
A letter addressed to Congress- 


man Cooper, asking him to" support 
the measure, may bo of service.. 


sentatlvcs In the last legislature were 
distasteful to him and he has no de- 
sire to meet them In extra session 
even on a question of BO great Im- 
portance as the rebuilding of a'state 
house.

H also developed that tho cou- 
nlo bnd been sent from Rockford here 
by the Kockford authorities. 


Well Preserved 


Tho woman gave her name as Wll- 


kins and said her husband was Gor- 
man. 
She herself was Scotch-Irish 


nnd looked remarkably well preserv- 
ed or a woman of her age. Sho stat- 
ed that she had children living all 
tho way from Montana to Wiscon- 
sin and that she had lived for some- 
Mil" years ago nt Salt Lake City,
